Tha  five  provinces  in 
the  93d  Military  Police  Battalion  araa  of  responsibility  are  Blnh  Dinh, 
Plaiku,  Kontum,  Phu  Bon  and  Phu  Yen* 

(2)  Tha  93d  Military  Police  Battalion  provided  Military  Police  re¬ 
sources  in  tha  following  manner:

(c)  Specialized  Physical  Security  Measures. 

1  The  93d  II?  Bn  provides,  through  the  1:58th  Tran3  Co  (PJ3U),  security 
for  The  Qui  Nhon  Inner  Harbor  and  the  Vung  Ro  Bay  harbor.  At  •  jui  When  thi3 
security  is  intensified  around  throe  (3)  large  oloctropower  (Vinnel  Corp) 
ships,  the  DeLong  Pier,  LST  Beach/Can  Dock  area,  and  the  approaches  to  the 
causeway.  Four  watercraft  (2  PBR’s,  2  Boston  Whalers)  are  used  for  night 
security  and  three  watercraft  (2  ?BB**>  1  Boston  Whaler)  are  utilized  dur¬ 
ing  daylight  hours.  At  Vung  Ro  Bay  the  main  security  emphasis  is  on  ohip- 
ing  tied  up  at  the  DeLong  Pier.  At  this  installation,  during  the  hours  of 
darkness,  two  watercraft  (1  PBR,  1  Boston  Whaler)  are  used  and  during  the

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U  The  let  platoon,  98lat  HP  Co  (SD)  attachod  to  the  66th  HP  Co,  has 
provided  an  average  of  2h  3entry  dogs  each  night,  walking  8  poots  per  shift 
at  the  ABD,  Phu  Tai,  2  posts  par  shift  at  Lrne  Arny  Airfield,  An  Son,  and 
2  posts  per  shift  at  Tank  Farm  #2,  Qtd  Nhon.  The  3rd  platoon,  98lst  HP  Co 
(SD)  attachod  to  C/5U  Inf  Co,  Floiku,  has  provided  an  averago  of  3U  sentxy 
dogs  each  night,  walking  17  posts  per  shift  at  the  ASP,  Pleiku.  In  An  Khe, 
16  sentry  dogs  arc  utilized  oach  night  walking  ii  posts  per  shift  at  tho  ASP, 
1  post  per  shift  at  tho  Class  I  yard,  1  post  per  shift  at  tho  Class  II  & 

IV  yard,  and  2  posts  per  shift  at  the  POL  Tank  Form, 

5  C/5U  Inf  Co,  on  15  Jan  70,  modified  its  existing  patrol  operation 
plan  from  a  2h  hour  operation  to  a  72  hour  operation,  A  35-1*0  man  infan¬ 
try  patrol  i3  employed  daily  around  the  ASP,  This  patrol  remains  in  the 
field  72  hour 3  and  i3  replaced  by  another  35-1*0  man  patrol.  This  active 
patrolling  has  helped  deter  attacks  against  the  ASP, 

6  D/58  Inf  Co  has  modified  its  operation  from  a  somi- stationary  am- 
bu3h“position  around  Tank  Farm  .,'1  and  ,  2  during  the  Tst  season,  to  a  72 
hour  active  patrol  operation,  D/58  Inf  Co  patrols  daily  with  a  15-20  nan 
unit  in  prodosignatod  areas  along  the  ontiro  Vung  Chua  iit.  chain.  This 
unit's  active  patrolling  has  helped  deter  attacks  against  tho  ABD,  Tank 
Rims  #1  and  #2,  and  other  US  and  AAVH  installations  in  the  area,  D/58 
mortar  positions  firo  approximately  15  nissiono  monthly  in  support  of  the 
US  Army  Installations  and  facilities  in  the  area. 

2  The  66th  HP  Co  and  the  560th  IP  Co  have  unit  responsibility  for  con¬ 
voy  escort  within  their  areas  of  responsibility.  Those  units  utilizo  19 
7-100’  s,  1  2*s  ton  gun  truck  and  3  P  ton  scout  Jeeps  in  escorting  convoys. 
This  force  provides  escort  for  convoys  on  QL  >5*1,  QL  #lh,  and  QL  #19  through¬ 
out  II  CTZ  North.  Those  units  escort  apj^r  aximatoly  930  convoys  over  60,000 
milos  each  month, 

(d)  Discipline,  law  rnd  Order. 

1  With  the  movement  of  the  Jith  Inf  Div  from  Comp  Enari,  Pleiku,  to 
Camp""lladcliff ,  An  Khe,  tho  rrovost  liarohal'a  Office,  An  Khe,  previously 
operated  by  this  battalion,  bocame  tho  responsibility  of  the  Uth  Inf  Div 
on  U  Kar  70.  The  DLO  mission  on  Ccsrp  Radcliff  became  that  of  tho  Uth  Div¬ 
ision  releasing  93d  IP  3n  patrol  units  to  conduct  DLO  on  QL  $19  and  An  Khe 
City  propor.  Thi3  incroaoo  of  active  patrolling  on  QL  #19  roflucod  tho  num¬ 
ber  of  accidents  significantly, 

2  The  93d  HP  Bn  utilizes  a  total  of  36  day/nighttime  Military  Police 
patrols  throughout  its  area  of  operations.  These  patrols  perform  traffic, 
highway  and  DLO  type  missions. 
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3  The  93d  HP  Bn  utilizes  a  total  of  20  day /nighttime  Combined  Police 
patrolB  throughout  it3  area  of  operation. 

k  Seven  checkpoints  were  operational  during  this  reporting  period 
and  were  manned  by  the  93d  HP  Bn.  An  eighth  checkpoint  has  been  tempor¬ 
arily  ostabliahod  north  of  K0ntum  to  chock  and  assist  drivers  traveling 
on  QL  #11:  north  to  Dak  To  and  Ben  Hot  during  enemy  activity  in  the  aroa  of 
Dak  Seang. 

5  1,6U0  Military  Police  Reports  were  initiated  during  the  reporting 
quarter. 

6  Two  radar  and  four  mirror  booc  units  havo  been  utilized  daily  through¬ 
out  The  93d  HP  Bn  area  of  responsibility. 

7  The  93d  II?  Bn  processed  g31  Sift *8  (hiring  tlio  reporting  period. 

e.  Training. 

1  Capsule  and  guardmount  training  is  conducted  daily  by  nil  units 
within  the  area. 

2  QJT  of  95B'8  Is  being  done  by  all  units  to  replace  critical  soft- 
skills  ICS's. 

3  On  Fob  9-10,  this  unit  conducted  a  3  day  in-country  training  pro- 
grcnTfor  approximately  30  Military  Policemen  arriving  from  CONUS. 

U  This  command  trained  approximately  60  military  personnel  from  the 
Oui  Nhon  Support  Command  in  military  police  subjects  during  February. 

Those  personnel  were  utilized  as  security  police  on  tho  3ui  Nhon  Arzy  Air¬ 
field. 

j>  Five  personnel  attendod  the  Physical  Security  School  held  at  the 
16th  KP  3do  from  16-22  Feb  70.  This  training  has  enhanced  the  Physical 
Security  Program  throughout  II  CTZ  North. 

6  During  March,  tho  8th  CID  presented  a  class  on  marijuana  and  clan¬ 
gorous  drugs  to  mambors  of  this  ccnmand  in  an  effort,  not  only  to  show 
military  polico  tho  harmful  effocts  of  drugs,  but  also  for  their  recogni¬ 
tion  of  its  use  by  others. 
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7  On  18  April,  nine  personnel  were  sent  to  the  generator  training 
course  at  97th  HP  Bn.  This  training  is  necessary  in  a  combat  zone  when 
electric  power  nay  fail  at  any  tine. 

8  One  NCO  and  an  enlisted  nan  fron  the  93d  HP  Bn  have  been  assisting 
in  tKe  training  of  QC»s  at  the  II  Corp  ARVN  QC  Training  Center  in  Ploilcu. 
This  program  has  been  highly  effective. 

9  Coordination  has  boon  af  foe ted  with  the  173d  airborne  2de  to  train 
93d  E?  Bn  infantry  personnel  at  the  173d  airborne  13de  school  in  the  11B 
MOS.  This  training  >111  provide  nowly  arrived  infantrymen  with  a  better 
understanding  of  infantry  tactics  in  Vietnam  and  relieve  the  gaining  unit 
of  having  to  conduct  thi3  training. 


f.  Intelligence.  Counterintelligence 

(1)  During  the  period  a  separate  S-2  section  was  established  due  to 
the  sizo  of  the  battalion  area  of  oporation.  The  primary  sources  of  can- 
bat  intelligence  are  the  individual  Military  Policemen,  elements  of  I..CV, 
and  tactical  units. 


(2)  The  primary  sources  of  police  intelligence  are  tho  Provost  Mar 
shals,  CID  detachments,  16th  HP  Op,  and  18th  Mr  Bde. 


(3)  A  weekly  intelligence  summary  is  now  boing  published  by  the  bat¬ 
talion  S-2  section.  This  summarizes  enery  activity  for  the  past  week  that 
affect  MP  operations  in  the  cities  or  along  the  highways.  It  also  contains 
a  brief  analysis  of  general  enery  activity  in  tho  93d  If?  Bn  AO  and  an  est¬ 
imate  of  onory  intentions.

g.  Force  Dovolopnent . 

(1)  On  21  January,  B/5QUth  HP  Co  moved  from  Camp  Schmidt,  Plotter,  to 
Can?)  Radcliff,  J.n  Khe.  This  unit  experienced  little  difficulty  in  the 
actual  loading,  lashing,  and  transporting  of  equipment  and  personnel  the 
70  miles  from  Fledku  to  An  Kho.  It  did  experience  difficulty  in  logistic 
support,  especially  in  getting  work  order  requests  honored  in  such  areas 
as  troop  billoting  and  unit  moss.  This  unit,  being  a  non-di visional  ono, 
suffered  from  a  lack  of  prompt  support. 

(2)  On  20  February  1970,  the  B/5djth  Iff  Co  was  assigned  back  to  its 
parent  battalion,  the  f>0l*th  m?

Upon 
the  closing  in  of  the  Uth  Inf  Div  from  Canp  Ennri,  Ploitei,  to  Cajnp  Rad¬ 
cliff,  An  Xhe,  the  responsibility  of  convoy  escort  on  >5L  #1 U  wr.3  given  to 
the  56 Oth  IIP  Co  on  1  1-iar  70. 

(U)  Both  C/5U  Inf  Co  and  D/58  Inf  Co  experienced  c  reduction  in  strength 
from  an  authorized  5  officers  and  13U  Eil  per  campaiy  to  an  authorization  of 
5  officers  and  llU  EK,  This  change  was  brought  about  by  18th  Iff  3do  letter, 
AVBGA-P,  dated  3  January  1970,  subject:  US'-iV  Hanning  Level  (U). 

(5)  On  26  April  1970,  GO  #96U,  Headquarters,  United  States  ^nay  Viet¬ 
nam,  reassigned  Company  C,  5Uth  Infantry  (rifle)  ‘-FTPAA  and  Compary  D,  53th 
Infantry  (rifle)  \TFtiVJi.  from  18 th  IIP  Brigade  to  1st  Logistical  Command* 

h,  Comnunicatlons . 

(1)  Tho  93d  HP  Bn  communications  center  has  five  (5)  radio  sets  (AM/ 

P  tC  7h)  which  will  bo  sot  up  in  Phu  Hiop,  Vung  Ro  Bay,  An  Kho,  Kontun  and 
LZ  Uplift.  Those  will  be  netted  with  an  AN/GRC  106  locctod  at  }a±  Whon* 

Those  will  enable  this  battalion  to  hr.vo  AH  coramxnication  with  all  outly¬ 
ing  units.  Target,  da  to  for  completion  is  30  April  1970.  Tho  communica¬ 
tion  section  has  received  Nos  tor  Equipment  which  provides  voice  socuro 
coimunicr.tion  with  all  unit  commanders  and  Provost  Marshals  t&thin  the 
battalion.  This  equipment,  in  uso  at.  prosont  time,  has  proven  itsolf  in 
numerous  enemy  attacks  as  a  fast  and  reliable  try  to  pass  information. 
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(2)  The  two  RTT  units  assigned  to  this  battalion  are  loc  ted  at  Canp 
Schmidt,  Plaiku,  c.nti  Camp  Granite,  Qui  Nhon.  A  total  of  Ul8  messages  wore 
sent  and  263  messages  received  during  this  reporting  period, 

(3)  DAOljth  IIP  Co,  which  was  previously  located  at  Camp  Schmidt,  Pleiku, 
utilised  the  available  RTT  unit  at  that  location.  There  was  no  available 
RTT  unit  when  they  moved  to  An  Klie,  Decoding  techniques  had  to  bo  utilised 
for  the  roception  and  transmission  of  classified  massages. 

(U)  A  Tactical  Operations  Center  (TOC)  has  boon  built  in  D/58th  Inf 
Co  area.

(1)  This  battalion  was  issued  five  additional  V-100  amorod  cars  during 
this  reporting  period. 

(2)  These  vehicles  were  lmmrilatoly  placed  into  convoy  escort  opera¬ 
tions  by  the  66th  HP  Co  and  £60th  H?

j.  Civic  Action. 

(1)  A  total  of  J>0  man-days  have  been  spent  in  civic  action  during 
this  reporting  period. 

(2)  21,300$VU  has  boon  contributed  for  the  education  of  Vietnamese 
students  and  teachers  and  has  shown  beneficial  results  at  the  Normal  Col¬ 
lege,  Qui  Nhon,  and  Sub-Elementary  School  at  tho  Qui  IJhon  Poor  Houso. 

(3)  Military  Police  have  provided  security  for  23  MBDCA?  missions 
during  the  reporting  period. 

(L)  Collection  of  unit  mess  garbego  from  tho  66th  MT  Co  is  contributed 
to  Trinh  Vuong  Elementary  and  High  School,  Qui  Nhon,  for  tho  fooding  of 
domostic  animals, 

k.  Self  Help. 

(1)  The  127th  MP  Co  has  shown  consldsrabls  progrsas  during  this  re¬ 
porting  period  as  reflected  by  appearance  of  the  unit  area#  Two  new  bunkers 
and  revetments  around  the  platoon  areas  have  been  built.  Revetments  for  the 
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unit  dajr  room,  BOQ  aixl  BEQ,  are  now  under  construction*  A  new  perimeter 
fence  has  been  constructed  using  barbed  wire,  steel  posts  and  concertina 
wire.  The  foliage  and  shrubbery  is  being  burned  from  the  perimetor  on  a 
daily  basis* 

(2)  The  96 Oth  HP  Co  was  required,  duo  to  lack  of  support  from  civil¬ 
ian  agencies,  to  do  most  of  the  renovation  for  their  company  area  in  An 
Khe.  The  area  into  which  they  moved  was  in  a  deplorable  condition.  The 
company  completely  renovated  a  former  Eli  club  into  an  outstanding  mess 
hall*  An  old  supply  room  was  remodeled  into  an  attractive  company  orderly 
room.  Enlisted  men  barracks  were  completely  renovated,  latrines,  revet¬ 
ments  and  bunkers  built,  area  beautified,  and  perimeter  fencing  strength¬ 
ened.  The  f>60th  HP  Co  is  furnishing  men  and  equipment  for  the  renovation 
of  a  building,  adjacent  to  the  National  Police  headquarters,  to  be  made 
into  a  combined  police  station. 

(3)  The  66th  IE?  Co. emphasized  strengthening  their  unit's  defensive 
posture  by  the  continued  repair  of  bunkers  and  revetments  and  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  noise  makers  end  trip  flares  on  tho  perimeter  fencing. 

(U)  D/98th  Inf  Co  was  active  in  the  self-help  program  by: 

(a)  Renovating  the  ordorly  room. 

(b)  Remodeling  the  compary  theatre  above  tho  dayroom  to  facilitate 
better  viewing  and  more  comfort. 

(c)  Enlarging  and  improving  the  class  five  storage  facilities  so  that 
ammunition  may  be  3torod  by  typo  and  lot  number. 

(d)  Renovating  tho  civilian  latrine. 

(e)  Building  a  largo  TOC  for  uso  as  a  communication  center  and  bunker 
for  30  porsonnol. 

(5)  Tho  U58th  Trans  Co  (P3R),  on  U  Jan  70,  completed  their  novo  to 
an  area  adjacent  to  9th  TTC  (CR  106236).  This  unit  converted  an  old, 
opon  frame,  rv.intaiv.nce  shed  into  living  quarters  for  35  nen.  Tho  unit 
also  built  a  shower  facility  :  nd  renovated  three  motor  section  Ivys  for 
their  emrdler  watercraft.  An  61d  storage  roam  was  converted  into  two  liv¬ 
ing  quarters  for  th«  duty  NCO's.

b.  Intelligence: 

(1)  Employment  of  enemy  mines  in  pair3» 

(a)  OBSERVE TI Oil:  The  energy,  on  numerous  occasions  have  enployod  nines 
in  pairs. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  One  such  incident  occurred,  15  ilarch  1970,  on  QL  >?19 
mile  from  bridge  3k »  An  APC  hit  a  nine  on  the  right  side  of  the  highly, 

thus  blocking  that  portion  of  the  highway.  The  area  was  swept  but  f&ilcd 
to  uncover  a  2nd  nino  along  the  loft  shoulder  of  tho  road.  A  riofilo  was 
established  and  as  tho  traffic  moved  over  this  road  portion,  a  5-ton  cargo 
truck  hit  tho  2nd  nine.  This  tiod  up  tho  convey  for  a  ;riod  of  tine  and 
croatod  a  lucrative  target  for  the  onory. 

(c)  1‘ECOiE'END.tTIONS i  That  who::  one  nino  is  discovered,  :  dne  swoop 
tor;  a  iscmadir.tuly  swoop  tho  oppjsjtci  sido  of  tho  roadway  and  vy  other 
potential  ty-pasa  route  to  i:^uro  that  -..dditio:..l  id.es  aro  not  prosont. 
That  Military  P  lice  tr  _ff  ic  control  .vd  convoy  oscort  porsoiuiol  oxor- 
ci8o  caution  in  selecting  a  path  around  ni:.o  and  in  directing  traffic 
around  a  mine. 

(2)  Covering  fire  during  sapper  attacks. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Sappor  teams  making  penotrations  into  a  perimeter 
usually  have  supporting  mortar  firo  or  small  arris  firo  to  assist  them  in 
the  entorin'v  and  exiting  of  a  facility. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  In  a  recent  sappor  attack,  tho  onony  wes  caught  in¬ 
side  tho  perimeter.  Once  the  ereny  knew  surprise  had  been  lost,  he  u3od 
his  covering  force  to  help  axtract  hi3  trapi>od  men.  A  deputy  firo  cliiof 
was  Idllod  within  the  POL  facility  by  the  emery's  covering  firo.  Tho  cneny 
•was  able  to  extract  his  men  leaving  onlyl'lead  behind.  V-lOO’s  were  util¬ 
ized  to  novo  in  to  secure  this  facility, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Whan  sappers  have  been  spotted  in  or  entering  e 
facility,  enemy  covering  fire  must  be  taken  into  consideration  whan  making 
an  estimate  of  the  situation.  If  possible,  a  heavy  volume  of  fire  must  be 
placed  upon  his  position.  If  the  enemy  has  firs  superiority,  armored  veh¬ 
icles  must  be  used  to  neutralize  this  fire. 
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(3)  Sapper  Methods. 

(a)  OBSERVATIONS  Sappers,  targeting  an  area  for  a  ponotration,  spond 
days  in  the  roconnaissanco  of  the  entry  and  exit  points.  Those  points  of 
entry  and  exit  are  at  those  places  which  provide  cover  and  concealment  from 
guard  personnel.  Sappers  often  work  in  teams,  3c  extreme  care  must  be  taken 
in  meeting  the  threat. 

(b)  EVALUATIONS  In  tiro  recent  attempts  in  the  penetration  of  facil¬ 
ities,  sappers  have  utilized  dmiixigo  draws  and  ditch  washouts  to  make  their 
penetration.  Sappers,  on  one  occassion,  crawlod  in  a  single  file  through 
an  "3"  shaped  washout  ditch.  An  alert  sentry  dog  guard  sighted  one  crawl¬ 
ing  under  the  perimeter  fence  and  brought  fire  to  bear  upon  the  position. 
Another  guard  crawlod  into  the  ditch  to  retrieve  what  ho  thought  was  one 
body  and  was  confronted  by  another  sapper  who  was  about  to  throw  a  hand 
grenade.  Fire  was  brought  to  boar  upon  this  person.  A  total  body  count 

of  three  sappers  composed  this  team.  All  throe  wero  inside  tho  wire. 

(c)  Ri3C0HM3m\TI0N:  That  commanders  at  all  lovels  alert  guards  to 
the  areas  that  sappers  utilize  and  of  the  dangers  inherent  if  tho  size  of 
the  cnoiry  force  is  underestimated. 

c.  Operations. 

(1)  Need  for  dispersing  heavy  lift  cite  ins  throughout  a  convoy. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Vehicles  which  have  accidonts  within  convoys  often 
flip  over,  pinning  personnel  under  tho  cabs.  A  groat  deal  of  difficulty 
is  oxperionced  in  removing  those  personnol. 

(b)  EVALtl.TIQN:  Hoavy  transport  trucks  moving  over  tho  narrow,  twist¬ 
ing  roads  in  Vietnam  ofton  roll  completely  over  on  turns,  coming  to  rest 
on  their  tops  thus  trapping  porsomol  inside.  Heavy  jacks  ore  ineffective 
in  lifting,  as  places  to  lift  are  limited  and  tho  sheet  metal  tears  whan 
stressod.  Lifting  chains  can  bo  fastened  onto  tho  trucks  ftr.no  and  c.  chi- 
nook,  flying  era  no,  or  wrecker  can  lift  the  voliiclo  to  free  tho  trapped 
personnel.  It  has  boon  this  command's  experience  that  wreckers  with  chains 
are  usually  located  at  the  trail  of  tho  conveys  and  Groat  difficulty  is 
exporioncod  navigating  along  the  becked  up  convoy  to  tho  scene  of  tho  acd- 
dont.  A  Chinook  uas  rocantly  usod,  with  groat  success,  in  getting  a  man 
freed;  however,  time  was  lost  sending  personnel  back  to  tho  roar  of  tho 
convey  to  get  chains  for  rigging  tho  vehicle. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATIONS:  Th«t  convoy  commander*  in  planning  their  oper¬ 
ation*  f  coneider  piecing  heavy  lift  chain*  in  every  10th  vehicle  »o  that 
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tine  is  not  lost  in  getting  chains  to  rig  a  truck  in  preparation  for  lift. 
Tho  difference  bo  tween  life  and  doath  in  the  so  situations  is  usually  a  nat¬ 
ter  of  nunutes  and  chains  must  bo  readily  available. 

(2)  Infantry  Utilization. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Offensive  active  patrolling  has  proven  of  greater 
value  than  tho  employment  of  infantrymen  in  a  static  defensive  role. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Infantry  patrols  wore  previously  employod  in  station¬ 
ary  or  soni-stationary  roles  within  or  just  out  si  do  tho  perimeters  of  Tank 
Farm  >fl  and  #2  in  Qui  Nhon.  This  typo  of  omploymont  gave  tho  oneny  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  lenowing  approximately  whore  tho  infantry  wore  deployed.  This 
command  was  instrumantal  in  jotting  the  infantry  away  from  these  facilities 
and  out  into  tho  20-25  squc.ro  kilometers  of  terrein  which  d amine. to  these 
facilities.  On  15  Ifer  70  and  again  on  tho  ovoning  of  17-18  Mar  ?0,  the 
infantrymen  intercepted  and  stqppod  VC  units  which  had  selected  Tank  Farm 
#1  as  t'noir  intended  targat.  This  activo  patrolling  by  tho  infantry  was 
instrumental  in  aborting  theso  attacks. 

(c)  RECiMENDATION:  That  Infantry  units  with  installation  security 

nisei '.ns  bo  .-.Hewed  sufficient  l.titudo  to  conduct  .ffensivo  nobile 

dofu  so  patrols  rather  than  static  guard  dutieB. 

d.  Organization.  None 

o.  Training. 

(1)  Inadequate  Training  of  Infantry  porsonnol  with  basic  weapons. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  11B  personnel  arriving  in  Vietnam  from  CONUS  lack, 
in  maty  instances,  fundamental  knowledge  of  basic  TO&S  equipment  found  at 
the  campary  la  vail 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Infantry  personnel  are  lacking  in  such  skills  as  how 
to  employ  and  fire  the  K18A1  Claymore  Mine,  M-60  machine  gun,  M-79  gronede 
launcher,  and  tho  employnont  of  Patrol  Soisnic  Intrusion  Devices.  Tho  in¬ 
fantry  porsonnol  aro  only  adequately  trained  on  their  basic  weapon,  the 
M-16.  Dospite  the  fact  that  this  is  a  recurring  losson  loomed,  tho  im¬ 
portance  must  not  be  under-amp haaizad.  Infantrymen  confront  situations 
in  a  combat  zone  in  which  there  is  little  time  to  react.  Tholr  reactions 
must  bo  aut emetic  with  little  time  lost  in  getting  thoir  weapons  sot  up 
and  into  action.

(c)  RECOMMEND. TI ON :  That  more  intensive  CONUS  and  in-country  training 
ho  given  on  basic  infantry  weapons  to  personnel  sont  into  a  corabat  zone* 

(2)  V-100  Training. 

(a)  OBSERV/TION:  Incoming  rdlitaiy  police  are  unfamiliar  with  the  V- 
100  armored  car. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  New  arrived  personnel  aro  not  familiar  with  the  oper¬ 
ation,  safety,  maintenance  and  weaponry  of  the  V-100.  Apprcodjwtely  two 
weoks  of  intensive  training  is  needed  to  familiarize  personnel  on  this  piece 
of  equipment  with  another  2-3  weoks  OJT.  While  in  CONUS,  military  police 
receive  only  a  brief  orientation  on  the  vehiclo  and  no  hands-on  instruction. 
This  is  not  considered  sufficient  for  personnel  being  assigned  to  RVN.  These 
vehicles  are  in  daily  uso  and,  in  this  battalion,  must  frequently  RON  1*0  or 
more  miles  from  their  maintenance  facility.  RVN  designees  must  be  more 
thoroughly  trained  on  this  vehicle. 

(c)  RECOMI 5NDuTI0N :  That  training  centers  incorporate  in  their  POI, 
additional  hours  in  the  operation  of  this  vehicle.  If  this  is  not  possible, 
then  personnel  on  orders  for  Vietnam  should  receive  no  loss  than  2h  hours 
training  on  this  and  reduce  the  number  of  dismounted  drill  and  traffic  dir¬ 
ection  (TCP)  classes  that  they  must  attond. 

f.  Logistics.  Handset  Connectors. 

(1)  OBSERVATION:  Handset  connectors  for  the  VRC-U6  radio  and  associ¬ 
ated  equipment  are  difficult  to  put  on  and  tho  small  metal  aligners  inside 
the  connector  wears  out  rapidly. 

■(2)  EVALUATION:  The  handset  connector  is  currently  designed  with  a 
flat  surface  to  aid  in  proper  allgnmont  of  tho  connector  and  tho  audio 
receptacle.  Experience  has  shown  that  considerable  difficulty  still  exists 
in  attaching  the  connector.  The  netal  alignment  pins  inside  the  connector 
wear  out  rupldly  and  form  faulty  connections.  With  the  speaker  connector 
attached  to  its  roceptacle,  there  is  insufficient  space  to  properly  grasp 
and  twist  tho  handset  connector. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  manufacturers  of  signal  equipment  consider 
the  employment  of  Jack  connectors  similar  to  those  used  on  a  switchboard 
(SB  22/PT)  in  futuro  designs  of  signal  equipment.

1*  (U)  The  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned  for  the  quarterly  period 
ending  30  April  1970,  for  the  93d  Military  Police  Battalion,  APO  96238  is 
submitted. 

2.  (U)  This  comand  considers  the  report  adequate.  The  following  common  to 
refer  to  the  parts  of  the  report  indicated. 

a.  Reference  paragraph  2b (l):  Ccncur,  Coordination  with  EOD  to  obtain 
more  effective  mino  sweeps  can  be  accomplished  at  battalion  lovel 

b.  Referenco  paragraph  2b  (2) :  Concur.  Personnel  havirig  the.  raspoev* 
sibility  far  organizing  perimeter  defenses  often  underestimate  the  eneity*a 
capability  to  support  eapper  attacks  with  a  heavy  volume  of  small  arms, 
automatic  weapons,  rocket  and  mortar  fire.  As  a  result,  many  perimeters  in 
Vietnam  are  grossly  underarmed  in  terms  of  the  volume  of  supressive  fire 
they  are  able  to  place  on  eneny  position  during  combination  standoff/sapper 
attacks. 

c.  Reference  paragraph  2b(3):  Ccncur.  Perimeter  guards,  many  of  whom 
work  days  as  clerk-typists  and  other  office  porecnnel,  are  often  not  fully 
aware  of  the  importance  and  danger  of  their  night  guard  duty.  This  is  due 
to  inadequate  supervision  and  training  cn  the  part  of  commanders  and  to  the 
general  apathy  of  the  guards  themselves,  particularly  in  those  installations 
which  have  not  received  enerry  attacks  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

d.  Reference  paragraph  2c(l):  Concur.  Tho  inconvenience  and  additional 
expense  of  maintaining  heavy  chains  dispersed  throughout  a  convey  is  a  small 
pn.ee  to  pay  for  the  possession  of  the  capability  to  effect  an  inmediate 
rescue  of  personnel  pinned  benoath  overturned  vehicles, 

e.  Referenco  paragraph  2c (2):  Concur.  This  problem,  however,  no  longer 
inpacts  directly  upon  this  Headquarters  since  infantry  units  wore  reassigned 
in  April  1970. 

f.  Referenco  paragraph  2e(l):  Concur*  While  this  Headquarters  no  long¬ 
er  has  assigned  infantry  units,  the  same  recommendation  can  bo  applied  to 
military  police  personnel.  Military  police  personnel  arriving  in  Vietnam  aro 
inadequately  trained  in  the  use  of  organic . weapons  and  totally  untrained  in 
the  use  of  pyrotechnics.

1.  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned  for 
the  quarterly  period  ending  30  April  1970  free  Headquarters,  93d  Military 
Polloe  Battalion  and  oancurs  with  comments  of  Indorsing  headquarters, 

2.  Commends  follow: 

a.  Reference  ltes  concerning  "Covering  Fire  During  Sapper  Attacks",  page 
15,  para  b(2)  and  1st  Ind  para  2a:  Concur,  The  following  additional 
considerations  should  be  aade  In  countering  sappor  attacks. 

(1)  Counter  sapper  training  should  be  aaphaslsed  by  all  coaaand ere  to 
better  prepare  perlaeter  guards  to  effectively  react  to  sapper  attacks. 

(2)  Installation  coaaand era/coordinators  should  ensure  that  rules  of  engage¬ 
ment  against  sappers  detected  Inside  the  perlaeter  are  understood  by  perlaeter 
guards  end  reaotlon  forces, 

(9)  Frequent  rehearsals  and  practical  training  by  mobile  reaction  forces 
at  selected  blocking  positions  should  be  conducted. 

b.  Reference  ltaa  concerning  "Need  for  Dispersing  Hesvy  Lift  Chains  Through¬ 
out  s  Convoy",  page  16,  pars  e(l)i  Concur,  Convoy  commanders  should  Insure 
that  all  vehicles  have  the  tools  authorised  in  the  basic  issue  iteas  list  (BIIL) 
prior  to  the  start  of  convoy  opera t lone,  A  16  foot  chain  is  authorised  as 

part  of  the  BIU  for  all  2\  ton  trucks  with  winch,  all  5  ton  truck  tractors 
and  all  wreak  era.  No  further  action  required  by  U5ARPAC  or  DA. 

c.  Reference  ltea  concerning  V-100  training  page  18,  para  0(2)  and  1st  and 
2d  lndorseaenti  Concur.  US ARY  has  submitted  to  DA  a  TOR  basis  of  Issue  plan 
for  the  V-100.  If  this  plan  is  approved  the  Military  Police  Advanced  Individual 
Training  Course  would  Incorporate  V-100  operator  training  Into  their  formalised 
instruction  program.  It  is  also  re  cos*  ended  that  the  Officer  Basic  Course  POI 
place  Increased  emphasis  on  ths  employment  of  the  V-100.  Action  by  DA  is 
recommended .
